DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1; 4-23; 25-29 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: in regard to independent claim 1 , while the prior art of record disclose of a 
system for use in a vehicle comprising: a microphone array with at least two 
microphones; and a super-directive beam-former with fixed super-directive filters. 

However, none of the art of record as a whole disclose of the specific wherein the 
super-directive beam-former is a regularized super-directive beam-former using a finite 
reqularization parameter u that is frequency dependent (please see the applicant's 
argument as filed on 1 1/16/09 for further explanation in regard to the allowable subject 
matter above). 

In regard to independent claim 23, while the prior art of record disclose of a 
system for use in a vehicle comprising: a microphone array with at least two 
microphones and a super-directive beam-former having fixed super-directive filters; 
where the super-directive beam-formers are configured with a predetermined 
susceptibility that is based on a relative error of the microphone array. 
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However, none of the art of record as a whole disclose of the specific wherein the 
relative error of the microphone array is a sum of mean square error of transfer 
properties of each microphone in the microphone array and a gaussian error with zero 
mean of microphone positions.
